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TO THE PROFESSION. 



Since issuing the sixteenth announcement of Rush Medical College, 
several changes have occurred in the organization of the Faculty. 

In making appointments to supply vacancies, it has been the object of 
the Board of Trustees to secure the services of gentlemen of ample ability 
and experience. 

This they have had no difficulty in doing, and they feel assured that the 
corps of Professors is altogether as efficient as at any former period. 

Several of these are already well known as medical teachers : — Prof. 
Allen, for his connection with the University of Michigan. Prof. Hudson, 
for his connection with the Iowa University, of Iowa. Dr. Rea was for- 
merly Demonstrator of Anatomy in the Ohio Medical College, and has 
given several courses of lectures on anatomy and physiology. Dr. Miller 
is a leading practitioner in his department in the city ; President of the 
Chicago Academy of Medical Sciences ; and already favorably known to 
the profession. Dr. Ingals is a graduate of Rush Medical College, who 
has, with great diligence aud success, cultivated the branch which he is to 
teach. 

It will be noticed that an additional Chair of Surgical and Microscopic 
Anatomy has been created. This, by rendering the teaching of anatomical 
science more perfect, is expected to be of material benefit to the student. 
In all other respects, the courses will be given as heretofore. 

The means of Clinical teaching are abundant. A Medical and Surgical 
Clinique will be held weekly at the College, Students will have access to 
the Marine Hospital, and regular instruction will be given for nine months 
of the year in the City Hospital, The opening of this institution will, for 
the first time, afford to the indigent sick care adequate to their wants, and 
to Medical Students a field of sufficient extent for ample observation, and 
in the attendance upon which they will not be exposed to typhoid and 
infectious diseases, which often endanger the health. 

The building erected by the city is capable of containing 200 beds, and 
arranged in the most perfect manner for securing the health and comfort of 
the inmates. 
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COMMENCEMENT OF THE COURSE. 

The Annual Course of Lectures, for the Session of 1859-60, will com- 
mence on Monday, the 1st of November, and continue sixteen weeks. 

It is very desirable that every Student should be present on the first clay 
of the Session, that he may have the instruction in each department in its 
completeness and natural order, there being but one general introduction, 
which will be given on the first day of the Course. 

The Dissection Room in the College will be opened, and the Clinical 
Lectures in the Hospital commenced, on the first Tuesday of October, and 
will be regularly attended from that time to the end of the College term. 

A Preparatory Course, during October, will be given at the College 
without additional charge. 



requirements of graduation. 

The following are the requisitions for the degree of Doctor of Medicine, 
viz: 

1st. The candidate must be twenty-one years of age, and give satisfactory 
evidence of possessing a good moral character. 

2d. He must have pursued the study of medicine three years, and attended 
at least two courses of Lectures, one of which must be in this Institution. 
Four years of regular and continued practice will be considered equivalent 
to one course of lectures. 

3d. He must have attended Clinical instruction during, at least, one 
College term. 

4th. He must notify the Secretary of the Faculty of his intention to 
become a candidate, and deliver to him a thesis on some medical subject, 
written by himself, on or before the first of February, and at the same time 
deposit the graduation fee, which, together with the thesis, will be returned 
to him in case of withdrawal or rejection. 

5th. Every candidate must undergo a full and satisfactory examination on 
all branches taught in the College. 

6th. Graduates of other respectable schools of medicine will be entitled 
to an ad eundum degree, by passing a satisfactory examination, paying the 
graduation fee, and giving evidence of a good moral and professional 
character.

have previously attended two full courses, one of which has been in this 

Institution. 

Good board, with rooms, and all the usual accommodations, can be ob- 
tained in this city, from $3,00 to $3,50 per week. 

The Alumni of this Institution, and the Graduates of other respectable 
Colleges, will be permitted to attend the whole or any part of the Courses 
of Lectures, by calling on the Secretary and procuring the Matriculation 
Ticket. 

Students will find it to their advantage to supply themselves with some 
good text-book on the several branches taught in the College. Amongst 
those most in use are the following, viz : Richardson's and Wilson's works 
on Human Anatomy ; Carpenter's, Dalton's, and Kirk's and Paget's on 
Physiology ; Pereira's Materia Medica, and the United States Dispensa- 
tory ; Fowne's Chemistry ; Churchill's, Meigs' and Ramsbotham's works on 
Midwifery ; Druitt's, Eriehsen and Chelius's Surgery ; AVood's or Bell and 
Stokes' Practice. A good assortment of Medical Books and Surgical In- 
struments can always be found in this city.
